Hampshire, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet as follows: 


FIRST SESSION OF TOWN MEETING (Deliberative): At the Newfields Town 
Hall, 65 Main St. in said Newfields on Wednesday February 8, 2006 at 7:00 pm for 
explanation, discussion, debate, and possible amendment of the following warrant 
articles: 


Article 1. Shall the Town of Newfields raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not 
including appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted 
separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended by 
vote of the first session, for the purposes set forth therein, totaling One Million, Two 
Hundred Ninety-Two Thousand, Seven Hundred Four Dollars ($1,292,704)? Should this 
article be defeated, the default operating budget shall be One Million, Two Hundred 
Ninety-Seven Thousand, Seven Hundred Thirty-Two Dollars ($1,297,732), which is the 
same as last year, with certain adjustments required by previous action of the Town of 
Newfields or by law or the governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance 
with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. 
(The Selectmen recommend passage of this article.) 


Article 2. Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirteen Thousand 
Dollars ($13,000) to be placed in the previously established Police Cruiser seo lte! 
Reserve Fund for the purchase of police vehicles? 

(The Selectmen recommend passage of this article.) 


Article 3. Shall the Town vote to create a revolving fund pursuant to RSA 31:95-h, for 
the purpose of police special details? All revenues received for police special details will 
be deposited into the fund, and the money in the fund shall be allowed to accumulate 
from year to year, and shall not be considered part of the Town’s general fund unreserved 
fund balance. The Town Treasurer shall have custody of all monies in the fund, and shall 
pay out the same only upon order of the governing body and no further approval is 
required by the legislative body to expend. Such funds may be expended only for the 
purpose of continued special details and the purchasing of police vehicles. 

(The Selectmen recommend passage of this article.) 


Article 4. Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifty Thousand 
Dollars ($50,000) to be placed in the previously established Fire Truck Capital Reserve 
Fund for the purchase of a new fire truck? 

(The Selectmen recommend passage of this article.) 


Article 5. Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand Dollars 
($5,000) to be placed in the Town Hall Expendable Trust Fund? 
(The Selectmen recommend passage of this article.) 


Article 6. Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate $21,400 for the purposes of 
mosquito control by targeting mosquito larvae (know as larviciding)? 
(The Selectmen do not recommend passage of this article-Vote: 1 For, 1 Against, 1 


Abstain) 


Article 7. Upon Citizen’s Petition properly received, of at least 25 registered voters. 
Shall we rescind the provision of RSA40:13 (known as SB2), as adopted by the Town of 
Newfields on March 9, 2004, so that the official ballot will no longer be used for voting 
on all questions, but only for the election of officers and certain other questions for which 
the official ballot is required by state law? By voting yes on this petitioned Warrant 
Article we shall bring back the town meeting. 

(3/5 majority vote required.) 


Article 8. To hear reports of agents and committees or officers heretofore chosen. 
Article 9. To transact any other business which may legally come before the meeting. 


SECOND SESSION: At the Newfields Town Hall, 65 Main St. in said Newfields 
on Tuesday March 14, 2006 to choose the following officers: Selectmen for one year, 
Library Trustee for 3 years, Trustee of the Trust Funds for 3 years, Trustee of the Trust 
Funds for 1 year, Cemetery Trustee for 3 years, Supervisor of the Checklist for 6 years, 
Moderator for 2 years, vote on Zoning Articles 1-6 and to vote on the warrant articles 
listed as 1-7 above, as those articles may be amended by the First Session, by official 
ballot. The polls to open at 8:00am and to close no earlier than 7:00pm.

Moderator William Davis called the meeting to order at 7:01pm. The above members 
were present at the head table and introduced. Mr. Davis explained that the purpose of 
the Deliberative Session was to explain, discuss, debate and if necessary, amend the 
warrant articles published in the warrant. He reminded everyone to check in with the 
Supervisors of the Checklist. He also explained that the Moderator may be overruled by 
the body by a majority vote. Mr. Davis read the voting procedures and rules of order for 
town meetings. The Pledge of Allegiance followed. 


The Moderator read Article 1 as follows: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of up to ONE MILLION AND FIVE HUNDRED THOUSAND 
($1,500,000.00) DOLLARS for the purpose of conserving up to 340+- acres of land off 
Halls Mill and Piscassic Roads in the Town of Newfields and Schanda Drive in the Town 
of Newmarket (including but not limited to all of, some of, or portions of the following 
lots: Newfields Map 208, Lot 1, Map 211, Lot 1 & 2 and Map 212, Lots 3.2, 4,5 & 6 and 
Newmarket Map R7, Lots 14-E & 31); ONE MILLION AND FIVE HUNDRED 
THOUSAND ($1,500,000.00) DOLLARS of such sum to be raised through the issuance 
of bonds or notes under and in compliance with the Municipal Finance Act, RSA 33:1 et 
seq., aS amended; to authorize the payment of any fees or expenses associated with the 
issuance of such bonds or notes for this purpose; to authorize the Selectmen to issue, 
negotiate, sell and deliver said bonds and notes and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon and the maturity and other terms thereof; to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, 
obtain, accept, and pass through any federal or state grants or private gifts, if any, which 
may be available for said project and to comply with all laws applicable to said project; to 
authorize the Selectmen to take any other action or to pass any other vote relative thereto; 
and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to expend such funds to acquire the fee, 
conservation easement, or other real estate interest in the parcels, together with other 
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open space organizations as co-grantees, or in collaboration with other open space 
organizations, if deemed appropriate by the Board of Selectmen, and to convey said land, 
or interests therein, to governmental or nonprofit conservation organizations for 
conservation purposes (3/5 ballot vote required). (The Selectmen recommend passage of 
this article). 


David Dwyer explained that the Town will raise 1.5 Million Dollars and 500,000 will 
come from the town’s existing Two Million Dollar bond. Wayne Steneck asked if the 
entire parcel was in Newfields. David Dwyer stated 20 acres are located in Newmarket. 
Bobbie Byrne asked who the previous owners were. David answered Carlisle, Sharp and 
Haughton. Randy Zelonis asked how many houses could be built if the article failed to 
pass. David replied it could be up to 102 dwellings and there is no policy in effect to 
phase it in. Bobbie Byrne asked what the status was on the Piscassic Road entrance. Mike 
Todd spoke on behalf of the Planning Board stating that at the last Planning Board 
meeting it was decided to put the topic on hold until after town meeting. Tom Rogers 
asked how the deed was going to read. The language will either be written whereas the 
town owns the property or that the town will hold the easement rights on the property. It 
was assured that the deed will be written in a way that is most beneficial to the town. 
With no further discussion Article 1 will appear on the ballot as written. 


The Moderator read Article 2 as follows: Shall the Town of Newfields raise and 
appropriate as an operating budget, not including appropriations by special warrant 
articles and other appropriations voted separately, the amounts set forth on the budget 
posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the purposes set 
forth therein, totaling One Million Two Hundred Ninety One Thousand Three Hundred 
and Eleven Dollars ($1,291,311)? Should this article be defeated, the default operating 
budget shall be One Million Two Hundred Sixty Three Thousand Seven Hundred Twenty 
Nine Dollars ($1,263,729), which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments 
required by previous action of the Town of Newfields or by law or the governing body 
may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the 
issue of a revised operating budget only. (The Selectmen recommend passage of this 
article). 


Randy Zelonis questioned why the administrative line on the budget was so high. 
David Dwyer explained that it is federal withholding, social security and medicare which 
is taken out of each employees paycheck. 


Cathy Smith questioned why mosquito control was eliminated last year and if there 
would be emergency money set aside this year for mosquito control. James explained 
that it was recommended by both the Budget Advisory Committee and the Board of 
Selectmen not to budget for mosquito control. He also added that it could be revisited 
next year. 


Randy Zelonis questioned the $33,000 budget for the Library and asked whether or not 


the Selectmen have ever investigated Newfields residents using the Exeter Public Library 
rather than supporting the Newfields Library. James stated that this avenue was not 
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investigated. Library Trustees Peggy Moran and Robert McPherson spoke on the 
Library’s behalf. After receiving permission from the Moderator because she is not a 
resident, Library Director Deborah Chaze spoke in support of the Library and explained 
the many new programs the Library offers. Betsy Coes explained that the Library was 
originated as a gift to the town and the town has an obligation to support and maintain it. 


Michael Sununu questioned the increase in the Planning and Zoning budget line. David 
explained that the proposed town planner’s salary is the reason for the increase. With no 
further discussion Article 2 will appear on the ballot as written. 


The Moderator read Article 3 as follows: Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Thirty Thousand Dollars ($30,000) for the purchase of a new police vehicle. 
Nine Thousand Four Hundred Dollars ($9,400) to be taken from the Police Cruiser 
Capital Reserve Fund, with up to Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000) of income generated 
from police details, and the balance to be raised by general taxation, Ten Thousand Six 
Hundred Dollars ($10,600). (The Selectmen recommend passage of this article). 


Chief Reed spoke on Article 3. The average cost for a new police vehicle is $30,000. 
Chief Reed changed the language in the Warrant Article so that the police detail revenue 
may be used to offset the price of the new vehicle. In the past any monies received 
through police details has gone back into the general fund. Chief Reed wishes to continue 
this practice for all future police vehicle purchases. With no further discussion Article 3 
will appear on the ballot as written. 


The Moderator read Article 4 as follows: Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Three Thousand Four Hundred Seventy Dollars ($3,470) and to expend the 
funds received to purchase bullet proof vests for the Police Department, the US 
Department of Justice will reimburse the Town 50%, One Thousand Seven Hundred 
Thirty Five Dollars ($1,735) through a grant. (The Selectmen recommend passage of this 
article). 


It was explained that this Warrant Article is the same as Warrant Article 28 voted on and 
passed at the 2003 town meeting. Chief Reed explained that the average shelf life on a 
bullet proof vest is 5 years. He also explained that each vest is fitted to each Officer so 
they may not be shared for sanitation reasons. With no further discussion Article 4 will 
appear on the ballot as written. 


The Moderator read Article 5 as follows: Shall the Town vote to appropriate the sum 
of Seventy Thousand Dollars ($70,000) for the purchase of a new fire truck? And to 
furthermore authorize the Selectmen to withdraw the Seventy Thousand Dollars 
($70,000) from the previously established Fire Truck Capital Reserve Fund. This amount 
withdrawn will be reduced in the event the Fire Department receives an applicable grant. 
(The Selectmen recommend passage of this article). 


Chief Buxton explained that the town applied for a grant for a new forestry fire truck and 
just received news that the town was denied the grant. The town may apply again in 
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2005. Lynn Sweet commented that the language in the Warrant Article may be confusing 
to voters. There was discussion on different ways to improve the clarity of the Article. 
Fran Lane voiced concerns of DRA (Department of Revenue Administration) rejecting 
the Warrant Article if it was not worded properly. Mary August suggested we remove 
the word furthermore. A motion was made by Fran and seconded to amend Article 5 as 
follows: Shall the Town vote to appropriate the sum of Seventy Thousand Dollars 
($70,000) for the purchase of a new fire truck? And to authorize the Selectmen to 
withdraw the Seventy Thousand Dollars ($70,000) from the previously established Fire 
Truck Capital Reserve Fund. This amount withdrawn will be reduced in the event the 
Fire Department receives an applicable grant. (The Selectmen recommend passage of 
this article). The amendment was voted on and passed. Article 5 will be placed on the 
ballot as amended. 


The Moderator read Article 6 as follows: Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Forty Five Thousand Dollars ($45,000) to be placed in the previously 
established Fire Truck Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase of a new fire truck? (The 
Selectmen recommend passage of this article). 


Chief Buxton explained that due to the purchase price of a new fire truck the fire 
department has increased the amount to be placed in the capital reserve fund. With no 
further discussion Article 6 will appear on the ballot as written. 


The Moderator read article 7 as follows: Shall the Town vote to authorize the Trustees 
of the Newfields Public Library to appropriate from the previously established Capital 
Reserve Fund for the future expansion of the Paul Memorial Library a sum not to exceed 
Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000) for the development of a Capital Improvement Plan 
for the Library expansion? (The Selectmen recommend passage of this article). 


Library Trustee Robert McPherson spoke on behalf of Article 7. He explained that it was 
created to enable the trustees to withdraw funds not to exceed 15,000 from the 
established capital reserve fund to pay for the development of a capital improvement plan 
for the library expansion. With no further discussion Article 7 will appear on the ballot 
as written. 


The Moderator read Article 8 as follows: Shall the town vote to raise and appropriate 
Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000) to be placed in the previously established Sidewalk 
Expendable Trust Fund? (The Selectmen recommend passage of this article). 


Reuben Hull spoke in regards to article 8. Reuben will be working on the sidewalk 
project for the town. He estimates that the sidewalks will run from the Route 85 Bridge 
through Main Street up to Old Lee Road on route 87. It is estimated to be a $500,000 
project with the town share at 20% and the State at 80%. With no further discussion 
Article 8 will appear on the ballot as written. 


The Moderator read Article 9 as follows: To see if the Town of Newfields will vote to 
authorize the Newfields Fire Department to go to the aid of another city, town, village or 
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fire district, within or without the state, for the purpose of extinguishing a fire, rendering 
other emergency assistance, or performing any detail as requested, in accordance with 
NHRSA 154:24-30? (The Selectmen recommend passage of this article). 


Chief Buxton explained that this Warrant Article is standard procedure but was not 
officially voted on at town meeting. The Warrant Article must be officially voted on and 
passed in order for the town to apply for and receive certain homeland security grants. 
With no further discussion Article 9 will appear on the ballot as written. 


The Moderator read Article 10 as follows: To see if the town will vote to discontinue 
the Celebration Committee Capital Reserve Fund in accordance with RSA 35:16.a. Said 
funds, with accumulated interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to the 
municipality’s general fund. (The Selectmen recommend passage of this article). 


Betsy explained that a capital reserve fund was set up for the towns 150 year celebration 
a few years back. The Celebration Committee has a budget line in the town budget to 
support 3 events per year. The Selectmen would like to abolish the previously 
established capital reserve fund and transfer the balance back into the general fund and 
support the Celebration Committee through the town budget. With no further discussion 
Article 10 will appear on the ballot as written. 


The Moderator read Article 11 as follows: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) to be placed in the Town Hall 
Expendable Trust Fund. (The Selectmen recommend passage of this article). 


James explained that the town hall expendable trust fund money will be used for 
maintenance of the town hall and improvements made as a result of becoming ADA 
compliant. The town has until December 31, 2005 to become ADA compliant. Jamie 
Thompson asked why it is not added to the general budget. James explained that the 
Warrant Article was created to identify and keep track of different improvements on the 
town hall. Michael Sununu also added that they would be capital improvements not 
operational improvements. With no further discussion Article 11 will appear on the 
ballot as written. 


The Moderator read Warrant Article 12 as follows: To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of One Hundred Thirty Thousand Dollars ($130,000) for 
the purchase of the former Newfields Post Office building and land. (The Selectmen 
recommend passage of this article). 


Betsy explained that the Selectmen agree that there is no designated use for the old post 
office building at this time. The owners agreed to sell the old post office to the town for 
$130,000. With no further discussion Article 12 will appear on the ballot as written. 


The Moderator read Warrant Article 13 as follows: Upon Citizen’s Petition properly 


received, of at least 25 registered voters. Shall we rescind the provisions of RSA 40:13 
(known as SB2), as adopted by the Town of Newfields on March 9, 2004, so that the 
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official ballot will no longer be used for voting on all questions, but only for the election 
of officers and certain other questions for which the official ballot is required by the state 
law? By voting yes on this petitioned Warrant Article we shall bring back the town 
meeting. (3/5 majority vote required). 


Paul Watson spoke on behalf of his Petitioned Warrant Article. He stated that he felt that 
people did not realize what they were voting on last year on the SB2 ballot question 
because of the wording. Jim Richmond questioned why the Selectmen did not submit 
their recommendation at the end of the Warrant Article. David explained that the Board 
supports rescinding SB2 but the Board can not make recommendations on a petitioned 
Warrant Article. Wes Moore requested the Moderator take a straw poll on Warrant 
Article 13. By a show of hands the unofficial vote resulted in the passing of Article 13. 
Alison Watts questioned the Selectmen that if the town does go back to a traditional town 
meeting would it be possible to hold the meeting on a Saturday. Betsy explained that the 
meeting used to be held on Saturdays but was poorly received. With no further 
discussion Article 13 will appear on the ballot as written. 


Chairman David Dwyer read the Red Cross Proclamation. 


It was requested that the Moderator take a straw pole on Warrant Article 1. By a show of 
hands the unofficial vote passed by a land slide. 


Moderator Davis announced that the Town Election will be held Tuesday, March 8, 2005 
at the Newfields Town Hall from 10:00am to 7:00pm. 


A motion was made by David Dwyer to adjourn the meeting and seconded by David 
Mason. The motion carried and the meeting adjourned at 8:35pm.

Anyone who needs to register to vote can do so during the Town Office hours or during 
sessions that the Supervisors of the Checklist hold. The sessions are posted in the paper, 
town hall and post office. Proof of identity and citizenship (social security number) are 
required. Voters may register to vote at the polls on Election Day. 


Any registered voter who is absent from the town on the day of election may vote by 
absentee ballot. A request for an absentee ballot must be made in writing to the Town 
Clerk. The request must be signed by the person requesting the ballot and needs to 
include that person’s legal residence and an address where the voter would like to have 
the ballot mailed. 


Voters who wish to cast absentee ballots should allow enough time for the Town Clerk to 
receive the written request, for the post office to deliver the ballot and for the voter to 
mail that ballot back in time for the election. 


An absentee voter can deliver his or her own ballot in person to the Town Clerk during 
regular business hours until the day before the election. Hand delivered ballots will not be 
accepted at the Town Clerk's Office on Election Day. Voters who are present in town on 
Election Day must go to the polls to vote. Ballots received after 5pm on Election Day 
will not be counted. 
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Marriage Licenses 


The fee for a marriage license is $45.00. Both applicants must be present to apply for the 
license and fill out a short worksheet. The worksheet includes family statistics and 
information regarding the ceremony. Proof of identification and age is required. If either 
party was previously married, a certified copy of the divorce decree or death certificate is 
also required. The license is valid for 90 days and must be applied for at least three days 
prior to the wedding date. 


Documents which are not in English must be accompanied by a translation that has been 
signed by the translator and witnessed by a notary. 


Vital Records-Births, Marriages, Deaths 


Copies of vital records may only be obtained by the registrant, a member of his/her 
immediate family, guardian, or representatives with "a direct and tangible interest" such 
as an attorney, physician, funeral director or other authorized agent acting in behalf of the 
registrant or his/her family. To apply for a vital record, a signed, written application and 
photo identification must be presented in person or by mail to the Town Clerk. Payment 
must accompany the request. 


Fees for certified copies are $12.00 for the first copy and $8.00 for each additional copy 
requested at the same time. The Town is now on-line with the Division of Vital Records 
Administration. We have the ability to issue all vital records in the State of New 
Hampshire from 1988 forward regardless of the place of occurrence. 


Dog Licenses 


A new adult dog should be licensed immediately with the Town Clerk. A puppy may be 
licensed as soon as it is 4 months old. The license year for dogs is May 1-April 30. The 
license may be obtained prior to the April 30th expiration date and are available 
beginning January 1. The fees are as follows: 


Male/Female $10.00 
Spayed Female/Neutered Male 7.50 
Dogs under 7 months 7.50 
Senior Citizen (65+ years) 3.00 


State law requires that before a license is issued, the owner or keeper of the dog must 
furnish proof to the Town Clerk that the dog has been vaccinated against rabies. Feel 
free to contact the Town Office if you wish to determine whether or not the rabies 
information is current and already on file for your pet. 


Failure to license your dog is a violation of State Law. In addition to the annual license 
fee you will be charged a late fee of $1.00 per month for each month after May 31st. In 
addition, you will also be subject to a civil forfeiture fee of $25.00 that will be issued by 
the Newfields Police Department. 
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Vehicle Registrations 


All vehicles that travel over the road are required to be registered. This includes cars, 
trucks, tractors, trailers, RV's, street rods, construction equipment, farm tractors, etc. 
You will be required to pay a fee to the Town of Newfields and a fee to the State of NH- 
DMV. The town fee is based on the year and suggested retail price of the vehicle new. 
This is a property tax and is tax deductible. The State fee is based on the weight of the 
vehicle and is not tax deductible. 


Registration renewals are done yearly in the owner's birth month. The renewal month for 
leased vehicles and vehicles registered in the name of a corporation, partnership, or other 
legal entity is determined by the first letter or number of the company name. 


Vehicle inspections are also required yearly and are due in the month of renewal with a 
grace period of ten days. Newly registered vehicles need to be inspected 10 days from 
the date of registration with the Town Clerk. Inspections can be done at any of the state 
authorized vehicle inspection stations. 


The Town of Newfields is on-line with the Division of Motor Vehicles for registrations. 
As an on-line municipal agent, data is made available instantaneously to the DMV. The 
Town can issue vanity plates and conservation plates. In addition, we can replace lost, 
stolen or damaged plates and issue certified copies of registrations. We can also renew 
registrations with weights up to 26,000 Ibs. 


In July 2005, the State implemented a new system called MAAP (Municipal Agent 
Automation Project) and the Town of Newfields began processing registrations using 
MAAP in August 2005. 


Vanity Plates 


Vanity passenger plates are available with seven digits; conservation "Moose" plates are 
available with six digits. Motorcycle vanity plates are available with five digits. The 
vanity plate fee is $25.00. Plate types can only be changed during the month of renewal 
or at the time of a new registration. Please inquire with the Town Clerk to check the 
availability of vanity plates. You can also check availability on-line at www.state.nh.us. 


NH State Title Law 


New Hampshire has a 15 year title law. Vehicles with a model year of 1992 or newer are 
required to be titled. Without a title, a registration cannot be obtained.

We are the elected board responsible for the development and implementation of Town 
policy. We perform these functions by making recommendations at public meetings, 
implementing the decisions of town meetings, and managing the bylaws and budgets of 
the various departments of the Town. We meet every Tuesday evening from 6:30- until 
approximately 10 or 11 pm, and occasionally on weekends. Meetings are always open to 
the public. We also serve as liaison to our various other boards and commissions. 


We represent the town’s interest with energy, dedication and commitment, and one of the 
first tasks on the priority list for 2005 was to replace the outgoing Administrative 
Assistant with a new one. Without a personnel policy in place this task became quite 
daunting. Nevertheless after many hours of hard work, a thorough interview process 
ensued, and we would welcome Nancy Spencer to the Town of Newfields. We now have 
a personnel policy in draft form, and are confident that we will have a policy to present to 
the employees in 2006. 


At the auditor’s strong recommendation we have voted to lease Advanced Data Systems 
accounting software. This windows based accounting system will be implemented early 
in 2006. 


With the completion of the bridge it is now easier to arrive at Town Hall, and to make it 
easier to access the building, new doors and ramps are being installed. The new doors and 
ramps are required in order to comply with current ADA regulations. 


With regards to the State, 2006 is bringing forth the new Right to Know laws. These 
laws pertain to the use of e-mail correspondence, fax, or telephone conferencing to 
conduct town business. We will continue to be aware of, and comply with any State 
issues as they effect town municipal government. 


We would like to thank the budget advisory committee, the planning board, conservation 
commission, and the many other boards, and volunteers whose countless hours and 
efforts assist us in meeting the increasing demands of municipal government. Your 
energy and enthusiasm is deeply appreciated. 


We give a special thanks to Ray Buxton for the new roof and placard on the Bell Tower. 
We offer our heartfelt gratitude to the voters who gave their overwhelming support to the 
Greenway project. We have been working diligently with the Rockingham Land Trust 
and the Trust for Public Land to see this through. At this time we are very hopeful that 


the fundraising effort will be completed, and we’ll be able to celebrate this wonderful 
conservation project in the summer of 2006. This truly is a small town with a big heart!

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NEWFIELDS PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Library continues to be a vital part of the community as a center of information and 
also a gathering place for many events and activities for all ages and interest. We 
recognize the need to offer a place where families and friends can gather to share their 
interest in literature, access information, and enjoy activities for the entire family. With 
the addition of the automated system in March 2005, we have greatly enhanced our 
service to the public with instant access to records, books, statistics, and the collection as 
a whole. We are pleased that we compete with libraries in the state to provide databases 
that allow us to obtain information on genealogy, journals, magazines, and newspapers 
through EBSCO. This service provides library patrons with a comprehensive list of titles 
and links to journals of interest. The inter-library loan program has been one of our “best 
sellers”, with patrons ordering books, articles, and magazines from libraries across the 
state and having them in a few days. 


Programs for after school children has been a great success this year. Every Wednesday 
and Thursday at 3:00 children attend chess and game day. F riends of the Library has 
sponsored a mentor to help the children with skills to develop their game. Storyhour each 
Thursday morning at 10:00,continues to bring young families together to share the joy of 
reading to toddlers. Jean LaBranche creates the most remarkable activities for this young 
set that combines books and art into a memorable morning. The adults and middle school 
children celebrate each month a book club of noted authors. 


Statistics indicate that adult fiction and picture books continue to be the most widely 
circulated materials. With many households commuting to work, we have also seen an 
increase in the audio collection. The new DVD collection has added to the entertainment 
section of our materials that continues to be very popular, especially on the weekend. 


I am grateful for the honor of working with Doris Goerner, who has served the library for 
almost three decades. She has faithfully kept the doors open through all seasons, 
including the worst of winter storms. It is my privilege to work with her. I am indebted to 
her patience, skills, knowledge, and organization that is the backbone of the library. 


Friends of the Library have been instrumental in their support of the library. The 
volunteers that day in and out give their time, ideas, and many contributions simply make 
the library come alive with excitement. Please call the library and join this growing and 
enthusiastic group of volunteers.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & 
Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help 
us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is 
required before doing ANY outside burning. A fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the 
ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also 
prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department 
or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires 
diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information 
please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2217, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Fire activity was high during the first several weeks of the 2005 fire season, with red-flag conditions issued 
by the National Weather Service and extreme fire danger in the southern and central portions of the state. 
This period of increased initial attack activity prompted a 5-day ban on open burning, the first such ban in 
several years. Despite the dry conditions, the state’s largest wildland fire was contained at 29 acres. Our 
statewide system of fire lookout towers is credited with keeping the fires small and saving several 
structures this season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Fires in the wildland urban 
interface damaged 10 structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. 
Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions 
include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green 
space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

ANNUAL REPORT 2005 


The Newfields Police Department has continued to move forward in making it the most professional 
agency possible and one that our community can take pride in. Over the last two years, the employees of 
the department have been working hard to move towards the next level. This past April, the department was 
the recipient of two of New Hampshire’s highest police awards which were presented to the department by 
the Director of New Hampshire Police Standards and Training Council. The first award presented was the 
“State Recognition” award for our dedication regarding our high level of professionalism as well as our 
commitment to law enforcement. Newfields Police Department is now one of only a few of its size in the 
entire state to achieve this level of recognition. The second award presented to the department was the 
“Proactive Policing Award”. This award is given to those agencies who have achieved a standard level of 
performance in keeping communities safe. 


Throughout this past year, we have continued to look, apply for and receive grants from a variety of 
sources. The department was successful in obtaining over $12,000.00 in state and federal grants. These 
funds have been used to purchase needed equipment for the department as well as create extra patrols for 
the purpose of the apprehension of drunk drivers and speed enforcement. Many of the speed patrols this 
year were conducted during the construction project of the new Route 85 bridge. Our goal is always to 
ensure a safe community for all to live in. 


I would like to thank all the residents for their patience and understanding during the bridge construction 
project this past year. The detour was monitored daily by your officers to watch for motor vehicle 
violations and keep the streets safe for pedestrian traffic. Prior to the bridge project, there were 
approximately 7,000 vehicles per day that passed through Newfields on Main Street. With the continued 
growth of the area, and easy access through our community, it is anticipated that the level of traffic will 
also increase. The New Hampshire Department of Transportation anticipates the final completion of the 
bridge project to be mid May of 2006. 


Special thanks are in order to H.A & I.B Grant Charitable Trust of Newfields who continues to help the 
Newfields D.A.R-E. Program. The program has been in existence for almost a decade and is operated on 
private funds. It has been taught at the Newfields Elementary School for the last couple of years by 
Corporal Chris Hutchins who has done a great job with the children. The department thanks all those again 
in past years who have contributed to the D.A.R.E. Program. 


This past year, officers in your department have logged in over a 1,000 hours of community service to the 


Town in many different aspects. Some of those hours were logged in during special events such as the bike 
rodeo, D.A.R_E. and the Christmas Celebration to name a few, all of which benefit the Town. 
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Below, I have included a cross section of some of the typical calls for service we have responded to 
throughout the year as well as past years. There is a disturbing trend this past year of increased felony level

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This year, you will find two Warrant Articles for the police department. First, we are asking the Town for 
its continued support with the Capital Reserve Fund Article for the future replacement purchase of a police 
vehicle. A strategic long-term plan was developed and implemented by the department and Budget 
Committee last year for replacement of older vehicles.

COMMERCIAL ARCHITECTURAL ORDINANCE 


|. STATUTORY AUTHORIZATION 
A. RSA Title LXIV, Chapters 674:16, Grant of Power 


B. 674:21, Innovative Land Use Controls 


Il. PURPOSES AND APPLICABILITY 


A. General Purposes 


I 


To preserve and enhance the rural, small town character of Newfields through 
architectural design that replicates in scale and character the best examples 
of traditional neighborhood design from the historic towns and villages of New 
England and to create and clearly delineate public and private spaces to 
enhance the quality of life and aesthetic quality of both the residents of the 
development and the town as a whole; 


To promote traditional village building and site development patterns with an 
interconnected pattern of streets, alleys, and lanes, which provides for safe 
and efficient vehicular travel at a scale consistent with the small, rural village 
setting, and which provides for the connection of those streets to existing and 
future developments; 


To protect environmental resources and to preserve scenic vistas, agricultural 
areas, and unique natural features of the landscape; 


To provide for pedestrian and bicycle travel throughout the development 
through the creation of sidewalks, paths, and bicycle paths; 


To promote the use of neighborhood greens, pocket parks, landscaped 
streets, and access to greenspace to provide space for recreation and social 
activity, and to provide visual enjoyment; 


To provide a mix of housing styles, types, and sizes, to accommodate 
households of all ages, sizes, and incomes; 


To provide buildings for civic assembly and neighborhood activities that 
promote the development of social networks and community and provide a 
visual focal point for the village subdivision; and 


To promote the management of growth and the implementation of 
innovative land use controls consistent with RSA 674 in order to protect 
environmental resources, control sprawl, reduce traffic congestion, and 
enhance the sense of community of new developments and redeveloped 
areas. 


B. Applicability.

The standards in this section are applicable within the Commercial District(s), 
whose location and boundaries have been selected to be consistent with 
policies in the Master Plan. 


The standards in this section are also applicable to any proposed change of 
Use or expansion of use for commercial properties outside of the Commercial 
District(s). 
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Ill. COMMERCIAL DESIGN STANDARDS 


A. Architectural Design Standards 


1. General. The following architectural design standards shall apply to all 
structures. 


2. Buildings. 


a) Scale and Style. Buildings shall generally relate in scale and design 
features to the surrounding buildings, showing respect for the local 
context, except however, where existing development does not 
represent a consistent architectural style or does not incorporate a

building design that reflects the rural character and architecture of 
New England towns, buildings should instead be designed to improve 
the overall streetscape, relying on the design standards set forth in this 
ordinance. 


b) As ageneral rule, buildings shall reflect a continuity of treatment 
obtained by maintaining the building scale or by subtly graduation 
changes, by maintaining small front setbacks, by continuous use of 
front porches on residential buildings, by maintaining cornice lines in 
buildings of the same height, by extending horizontal lines of 
fenestration, and by echoing architectural styles, details, design 
themes, building materials, and colors used in surrounding buildings 
where such buildings represent the rural character and architecture 
of New England towns.

c) Corner Lots. Buildings on corner lots shall be considered significant 
structures, given that they have at least two front facades visibly

exposed to the street. If deemed appropriate by the planning board 
in its design review, such buildings may be designed with additional 
height and architectural embellishments, such as corner towers, 
steeples, or other features to emphasize their location and serve as a 
visual focal point for the area. 


Walls and Planes. Buildings shall avoid long, monotonous 
uninterrupted walls or roof planes. Offsets including projections, 
recesses, and changes in floor level shall be used in order to add 
architectural interest and variety, and to relieve the visual effect of a 
simple, long wall. Similarly, roof-line offsets shall be provided, in order 
to provide architectural interest and variety to the massing of a 
building and to relieve the effect of a single, long roof. Flat roofs 
should be avoided in favor of pitched roofs. 


Buildings with more than one fa¢gade facing a public street or internal 
open space shall be required to provide multiple front fag¢ade 
treatments. 


The architectural treatment of the front facade shall be continued, in 
its major features, around all visibly exposed sides of a building. All 
sides of a building shall be architecturally designed to be consistent 
with regard to style, materials, colors, and details. Bland wall or service 
area treatment of side and or rear elevations visible from the public 
viewshed is discouraged. 


Base Course and Cornice. All visibly exposed sides of a building shall 
have an articulated base course and cornice. The base course shall

align with either the kickplate or sill level of the first story. The cornice 
shall terminate or cap the top of a building wall, may project 
horizontally from the vertical building wall plane, and may be 
ornamented with moldings, brackets, and other details. The middle 
section of a building may be horizontally divided at the floor, lintel, or 
sill levels with belt or string course. 
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h)

Roofs. Gable roofs with a minimum pitch of 9/12 should be used to the 
greatest extent possible. Where hipped roofs are used, it is 
recommended that the minimum pitch be 6/12. Both gable and 
hipped roofs should provide overhanging eaves on all sides that 
extend a minimum of one root beyond the building wall. Flat roofs 
should be avoided on one-story buildings, but may be used on 
buildings with a minimum of two stories, provided that alll visibly 
exposed walls shall have an articulated cornice which projects 
horizontally from the vertical building wall plane. Other roof types 
should be appropriate to the building's architecture. Mansard roofs 
are generally discouraged, particularly on buildings less than three 
stories in height. Architectural embellishments that add visual interest 
to roofs, such as dormers, belvederes, masonry chimneys, cupolas, 
clock towers, and other similar elements are encouraged.

Windows/fenestration. Fenestration shall be architecturally 
compatible with the style, materials, colors, and details of the 
building, and appropriate to a rural New England setting. Windows 
shall be vertically proportioned wherever possible. To the extent 
possible, upper story windows shall be vertically aligned with the 
location of windows and doors on the ground level, including 
storefront or display windows. Blank, windowless walls are 
discouraged. Storefronts are an integral part of building and shall be 
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k)

integrally designed with the upper floors to be compatible with the 
overall fagade character. Ground floor retail, service, and restaurant 
uses should have large pane display windows, framed by the 
surrounding wall, and shall not exceed 75 percent of the total ground 
level facade area. 


Entrances. All entrances to a building shall be defined and articulated 
by architectural elements such as lintels, pediments, pilasters, 
columns, porticoes, porches, overhangs, railings, balustrades, and 
others, where appropriate. Any such element utilized shall be 
consistent with the style, materials, colors, and details of the building 
as a whole, as shall the doors. Awnings are permitted where they 
compliment the building's architectural style. 


Light fixtures. Light fixtures attached to the exterior of a building shall 
be architecturally compatible with the style, materials, colors, and 
details of the building and shall comply with local building codes. The 
type of light source used on the exterior of buildings, signs, parking 
areas, pedestrian walkways, and other areas of a site, and the light 
quality produced, shall be the same or compatible. Facades shall be 
lit from the exterior, and, as a general rule, lights should be concealed 
through shielding or recessed behind architectural features. The use of 
low-pressure sodium, fluorescent, or mercury vapor lighting either 
attached to buildings or to light the exterior of buildings shall be 
prohibited. Mounting brackets and associated hardware should be 
inconspicuous.

Lighting. Street lights shall be decorative and shall blend with the 
architectural style of the community. Along all commercial or mixed- 
use streets, parking areas, sidewalks, walkways, courtyards, 
community greens, and interior open spaces, decorative light posts 
shall be provided at regular intervals. Posts shall be spaced at no 
greater than 80 feet on center on both sides of a commercial or main 
street. Light posts should be at least ten feet high. In parking areas, 
post heights may extend to a maximum of sixteen feet. Wall-mounted 
light design shall be incorporated into the street lighting design. 


Air conditioners and other fixtures. All air conditioning units, HVAC 
systems, exhaust pipes or stacks, elevator housing, dumpsters, 
propane/fuel tanks, transformers, satellite dishes, and other 
telecommunications receiving devices shall be thoroughly screened 
from view from the public right-of-way and from adjacent properties 
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B. Signs 


by using walls, fencing, roof elements, or landscaping. In no case will 
chain-link fencing be permitted for screening. 


n) Fire escapes. Fire escapes shall not be permitted on a building's front 
facade. In buildings requiring a second means of egress pursuant to 
the local building codes, internal stairs or other routes of egress shall 
be used. 


0) Security. Solid metal security gates or solid roll-down metal windows 
shall not be permitted. Link or grill type security devices shall be 
permitted only if installed from the inside, within the window or door 
frames. Security grilles shall be recessed and concealed during 
normal business hours. 


General. All signs within a new development must conform to the following 
requirements. All signs within a development must be consistent with the 
overall design of the development, and should be constructed of wood, 
granite, painted cast metal, bronze, brass, or other material consistent with the 
materials used in the building’s fagade or fixtures. Plastic panel rear-lighted 
signs are not permitted. Billboards are not permitted. Signs employing mercury 
vapor, low pressure and high-pressure sodium, and metal halide lighting are 
not permitted. 


Design. Unique and interesting designs are encouraged in the lettering and 
graphics of each sign. Signs may be attached to the building and project 
outward from the wall so long as the sign does not project outward from the 
wall to which it is attached more than eighteen inches. Projecting signs must 
be no larger than four square feet. Projecting signs must be at least fen feet 
above the ground. Signs attached to the front facade shall not exceed the 
dimensions of the fa¢ade. 


Height. The maximum permitted height of signs is fifteen feet above the front 
sidewalk elevation, and shall not extend above the base of the second floor 
windowsill, parapet, eave, or building fagade. 


Freestanding signs shall only be permitted where the business is not attached 
to any other buildings. All freestanding signs must be no larger than four feet in 
height and no greater than six feet in width. Freestanding signs constructed of 
natural materials such as granite or wood are encouraged. 


Signs that list more than one business shall not be permitted except in 
instances where a building contains multiple businesses or offices that are not 
distinguishable from the street. 


Street address numbers shall be clearly marked in any new development and 
included in the design of the front fag¢ade or signage of individual buildings. 


Company logos that contain bright or garish colors or designs shall be muted 
to harmonize with the overall color scheme and design of the development. 


C. Landscaping 


E 


All developments must contain a landscaping plan that lists the location, 
species, and suitability of plant species to the site. 


Existing trees and other features of the land shall be protected in the 
development of the site to the greatest extent feasible. 


Where merited, trees shall be planted to enhance public spaces, open 
spaces, and streetscapes. The Planning Board will meet with the developer's 
landscape architect to review the landscape plan and suggest any 
appropriate landscaping improvements to the site to enhance the 
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development consistent with the landscape requirements mentioned 
elsewhere in this ordinance. 


D. Parking 
1. All parking for commercial areas must be on-street or in the rear of buildings. 


2. Rear parking areas shall be landscaped with a line of low shrubs or suitable 
foliage every two rows of spaces.

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Newfields Conservation Commission 
Annual Report — 2005 


The Newfields Conservation Commission continues to work to protect the natural 
resources of the Community. We review wetlands permits, support trails and other 
access to public lands, and monitor Town conservation properties. We are supporting 
the Rockingham Land Trust in their efforts to protect the 330-acre Piscassic Greenway. 


We have commissioned West Environmental of Lee, NH to evaluate the major wetlands 
in Newfields. This will allow us to focus conservation efforts on areas which are 
ecologically important, and provide greater protection to designated areas. This study is 
supported in part by a $10,000 grant from the NH Estuaries Project. As part of this 
project we have commissioned stereo aerial photographs of the town, which will be 
available to Town planners for future use. 


The Town of Newfields is now the primary easement holder on four properties totaling 
over 180 acres, of which 146 acres were acquired under the 2002 Open Space Bond. The 
Conservation Commission is in the process of completing a baseline evaluation and an 
ongoing monitoring plan for each of these properties. This monitoring will ensure that 
the properties will continue to be protected and maintained as required in the easement 
agreements. This work is fully funded under another grant from the New Hampshire 
Estuaries Project. 


The Conservation Commission wishes to thank the citizens of Newfields for their 
continued support. The Commission is a volunteer organization and we invite any 
residents who are interested in our work to attend our meetings on the third Monday of 
each month at the Town Hall.

CONSERVATION SUBDIVISION ORDINANCE 


ARTICLE XI 


Bold indicates additions 


Strikethrough indicates deletions 


11.5.1 The Conservation Subdivision development provisions of this ordinance provide applicants with an 
alternative development approach intended to promote flexibility and innovation in land planning. Within 
this context, the ordinances that are established are intended to be a minimum consideration of allowable 
impacts. Each tract of land possesses different, unique development characteristics and limitations, and 
the Conservation Subdivision development use allowed on any particular tract will be a function of 
innovative land planning and subdivision design interacting with the special characteristics and limitations 
of the site. A Conservation Subdivision may consist of the following: 


11.5.1.1 A subdivision of land into reduced sized individual house lots. 


41.5.1.2 Cluster Subdivision: One parcel with individual detached dwellings located in a 
cluster arrangement. 


11.5.1.3 Cluster Subdivision with Lot Lines: A cluster arrangement where at the discretion 
of the Planning Board, specific boundaries may be extended beyond the foundation of the 

' dwelling unit to encompass septic systems, accessory structures, and future additions 
related to the structure. 


11.5.1.4 A combination of individual dwelling lots and cluster arrangement(s). 


41.6.1 The Conservation Subdivision Ordinance shall be mandatory for all subdivisions, except for 
minor subdivisions as defined under the Town Subdivision Regulations. Fhe-minimunttet size fora 
Conservation Subdivision is 20-aeres-The minimum frontage for the development shall be a-centigueus 
400 feet-and-of sufficient length to provide safe access for a right-of-way ef-atleast 50 feet width plus 
intersection curve radius (as defined in the Newfields Subdivision Regulations) plus perimeter 
buffer where applicable. At least one access shall be within the minimum frontage. The minimum 
frontage and access shall be within the Town of Newfields. Frontage lands on roads existing at the time of 
application shall be preserved as buffers to the maximum extent possible in addition to all required

41.7.3 The net buildable area shall be contiguous and accessible fully within the subject property, 
undivided by abutting properties or unbuildable land. Non-contiguous lands may be combined 
only under the following conditions: 


41.7.3.1 Non-contiguous areas are each independently accessible from an accepted public street 
via legal frontage, 
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11.7.3.2 All necessary permits are obtained to establish access between non-contiguous areas 
prior to Planning Board consideration of the baseline density, and 


11.7.3.3 Access to non-contiguous areas do not exceed street design standards as established 
under the Town of Newfields Subdivision Regulations. 


11.8.1 If required criteria are met, the Newfields Planning Board may award the development an 
additional density bonus (see subsection 11.14). The total density bonus eligible to a particular 
development authorized under this section shall not exceed 20% 10% of the baseline density. The density 
bonus shall be applied to the number of ets dwelling units achievable under the baseline density. In the 
case where the density bonus results in a fraction of a tet dwelling unit, no bonus is granted (e.g. a 
density bonus formula resulting in 2.8 ets dwelling units provides two additional tets dwelling units only.) 
In no event shall the total density bonus awarded exceed the soil based carrying capacity for the entire 
parcel. 


11.12.4 Open space shall include a minimum of one hundred (100) square feet per dwelling unit for 
dedicated recreation facilities. One half shall be provided in such a manner to afford active 
recreational opportunities for children, to include such facilities as swings, sandboxes, slides, play 
areas, etc. The remainder of the dedicated recreation facilities shall be provided in such a manner 
as to afford active or passive recreational opportunities for adults, such as sitting areas, outdoor 
cooking facilities, recreation trails, or playing fields. 


. Any residential subdivision, except for minor subdivisions as 
defined under the Town Subdivision Regulations, shall be required to adhere to the Conservation 
Subdivision Ordinance, 


11.15.1 Zoning Districts — 


11.15.3.1 Each single-family lot or unit shall have 75‘ a minimum of 40’ of frontage on interior roadways. 


11.15.3.2 Duplex lots, for units sharing a common wall shall have +99" a minimum of 65’ of frontage on 
interior roadways. 


11.15.3.3 Frontage requirements shall not apply to cluster subdivisions, however individual units 
are subject to structure setbacks as defined in this ordinance. 


11.15.8 Perimeter Buffer — A seventy-five foot (75’) natural buffer zone shall be provided along the 
perimeter of the subject land. If said perimeter is predominately open land, it shall be suitably 
landscaped at the discretion of the Planning Board. No construction, excepting primary access 
roads shall be permitted in the buffer. Primary access roads shall be allowed to cross the perimeter 
buffer for entry to the site, but shall not be allowed to run within the buffer parallel to the perimeter 
property line. Septic systems, parking areas, and service roads shall be excluded from the 
landscaped buffer. No portion of the buffer area shall encroach onto any lot defined for 
construction of a dwelling. If the Planning Board should find that the unique topography and other 
site conditions warrant a certain degree of flexibility in the extent of the required buffer zone, a 
waiver of the affected portion of said buffer may be taken under consideration. 
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Access Management Ordinance 


Newfields, New Hampshire

I. Authority 


These regulations are adopted pursuant to the authority granted in New Hampshire Revised Statutes 
Annotated (RSA) 674:35, and procedurally under the guidance of 675:6. 


ll. Purpose 


These Access Management Regulations are adopted for the purposes of promoting traffic safety and 
efficiency, maintaining proper traffic capacity and traffic flow, reducing vehicular collision frequency, 
minimizing the future expenditure of public revenues, and improving the design and location of access 
connections to county and township roads while at the same time providing necessary and reasonable 
ingress and egress to properties along those roads. 


The Newfields Planning Board finds and determines that these regulations establish the minimum standards 
necessary to properly manage access to arterial and town roads in the Town of Newfields and to carry out 
the purpose and intent of RSA 674:35. 


lll. Implementation and Administration 


The effective date of these regulations is . The Newfields Planning Board is responsible for 
implementing and administering these regulations. 


IV. Applicability 


A. These regulations shall apply to all access connections constructed on or after the 
effective date of these regulations designed or intended for motor vehicle, bicycle, 
equestrian or pedestrian use to arterial or town roads. They shall also apply to all 
existing access connections for the purposes described in this Article whenever the 
land use or the access classifications of such existing access connections change or 
whenever the existing access is upgraded by reconstruction, relocation, modification, 
or expansion. 


B. These regulations do not apply to the original approval of extant platted subdivisions 
governed by the Town of Newfields Subdivision Regulations. 


C. Scenic Road: Streets and roads formally designated by the Town of Newfields as a 
Scenic Road are subject to all applicable provisions these regulations in addition to 
the requirements the Scenic Road statute. 


V. Definitions 


A. Access Classification: A classification system that defines driveways according to 
their purpose and use: 


1. Minimum Volume (MV) driveway 
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a) field drive — provides access to agriculture lands and principally used by 
farm equipment 


b) _ utility drive — provides access to public utility facilities 


2. Very Low Volume (VLV) driveway 


a) farm drive — provides access to farm buildings, including single home 
b) single family residence drive 

c) single family common access drive serving four or fewer residences 
d) multi-family residence drive serving four or fewer residential units 

e) customary home occupations 

f) walking, jogging, biking or equestrian trails 


3. Low Volume (LV) driveway 


a) less than 100 trip ends in the peak hour 


4. Medium Volume (MV) driveway 


a) 100 or more but less than 200 trip ends in the peak hour 


5. High Volume (HV) driveway 


a) 200 or more trip ends in the peak hour 


Access Connection: Any connection to a road or street which permits access to or 
from the road or street by vehicles, equipment, cars, trucks, buses, motorcycles, 
bicycles, pedestrians, or horses or other animals, for the purpose of crossing the road 
or street or accessing the road or street. An access connection may be a road, street, 
driveway, or trail. 


Driveway: An access connection other than from another public road or street. 


Road Classification: A system for roadway hierarchy used to determine the 
appropriate degree of access management regulation in order to promote public 
safety and congestion prevention. For the purpose of these regulations, all roads on 
the State and Town road systems shall be placed in one of the following functional 
classifications: Principal Arterial, Minor Arterial, Collector, Subcollector, Local 
(Access) Streets. The classifications of state and town roads within the Town of 
Newfields are identified in the Town of Newfields Subdivision Regulations and Site 
Plan Review Regulations, which is subject to annual review and reclassification by 
the Planning Board. 


Stopping Sight Distance (SSD): The distance required by a driver of a vehicle, 
traveling at a given speed, to bring the vehicle to a stop after an object on the 
roadway becomes visible. 


Subdivision Regulations: The Town of Newfields Subdivision Regulations as enacted 
and amended by the Newfields Planning Board. 
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G. Technical Design Standards: The most recent publication of technical design 


standards as authorized by the Town of Newfields Subdivision Regulations and Site 
Plan Review Regulations. 


Definitions by Reference: Article II Definitions of the Newfields Zoning Ordinance, 
Article II of the Newfields Subdivision Regulations, and Section 10.5 of the Newfields 
Site Review Regulations are incorporated by reference into these regulations to the 
extent not inconsistent with the above definitions. 


VI. Preliminary Access Approval 


A. 


In conjunction with any subdivision or site plan approval, the Planning Board shall 
issue a preliminary access approval. The preliminary access approval will indicate 
those locations along the lot for which access is acceptable and in conformance with 


these regulations. 


Prior to the issuance of a building permit for any parcel of land which is not subject to 
a subdivision or site plan approval, the Road Agent shall, upon written request, issue 
a preliminary access approval. The preliminary access approval will indicate those 
locations along the lot for which access is acceptable and in conformance with these 
regulations. The preliminary access approval shall be issued within seven (7) working 
days following submission of all the information required by these regulations. 


For preliminary access approval or for access permit issuance when no preliminary 
access approval was required, the Road Agent may require any or all of the following 
information be shown by a registered engineer or surveyor on either a survey plat or 
other accurate drawing: 


1. Distances from the side property lines to the nearest adjacent driveways and their 
use. 


Location of any driveways across from the property and their use. 
Location of any driveways on the property and their use. 
Available sight distance (SSD) and required sight distance (SSD). 
Required driveway spacing. 


Location of proposed driveways, if known.

Other information as required by the Road Agent. 


Vil.Access Permits 


A. 


Prior to the construction of a driveway, the Road Agent shall issue an access permit. 
The permit will be for access at a location for which a preliminary access approval 
was previously granted or at a location that is otherwise in conformance with these 
regulations. In those situations where no preliminary access approval was issued, the 
Road Agent may require submission of the Preliminary Access Approval information. 


Permits issued may include interim or temporary permits and shall prescribe the 
permitted uses and any limitations or conditions of the permit as well as the access 
classification. New permits are required whenever the land use or the access 
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classifications of existing driveways change or whenever existing driveways are 
upgraded, including widening. 


C. For Minimum Volume and Very Low Volume driveways, access permits shall be 
issued with the building permit or within seven (7) working days following submission 
of all information required by these regulations. 


D. For all other driveway classifications, access permits shall be issued within thirty (30) 
working days following submission of all information required by these regulations. 


E. Any access permit which is not approved and issued or is not disapproved within the 
above time frames shall be deemed approved and shall be issued in accordance with 
the information submitted. 


F. An access permit fee as established by the Board of Selectmen to cover the cost of 
administering these regulations shall accompany the access permit application. 


G. Access permits shall expire if the driveway is not constructed within one (1) year of 
the date of access permit issuance 


H. Where required, a New Hampshire Department of Transportation (NHDOT) Driveway 
Permit must be approved in addition to a local access permit. Issuance of an NHDOT 
Driveway Permit does not supersede the requirements specified herein and does not 
presuppose entitlement of a local access permit. 


Vill. Variances and Appeals 


A. Variances may be granted by the Zoning Board of Adjustment for all classes of 
driveways. Variances are appropriate if not contrary to the public interest where, 
owing to special conditions, a literal enforcement of the regulations will result in 
unnecessary hardship, and such that the spirit of the regulations will be observed and 
substantial justice done. 


B. Inthe granting of variances in accordance with the standards on paragraph A, the 
Board of Appeals may consider the following: 
1. Whether not granting the variance would deny all reasonable access. 
2. Whether granting the variance would endanger the public safety. 
3. Whether the hardship was self-created. 
4 


Whether granting the variance would hinder traffic safety or the proper operation of 
the public road. 


5. Whether granting the variance would be consistent with the purpose of these 
regulations. 


6. Whether all feasible access options except granting a variance have been 
considered. 


C. The applicants for variances may provide evidence of unique or special conditions 
that make the strict application of these regulations impractical or impossible. Such 
evidence may include: 
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1. Indirect or restricted access cannot be obtained. 
2. No engineering or construction solutions can be applied to mitigate the condition. 


3. No altemative access is available. 


D. All applications for appeals or variances shall be file in accordance with the Town of 
Newfields Zoning Ordinance. Appeals shall be filed within thirty (30) days of the 
Planning Board/Road Agent’s decision. 


IX.Enforcement 


A. If any driveway is installed contrary to these regulations, the Code Enforcement 
Officer shall notify the property owner in writing. The notification shall identify the 
problem with the driveway and establish a 15 day period for the property owner to 
correct the problem. If the problem is not corrected within 15 days, the town may 
block the access at the point that it enters a public road right-of-way. 


B. In addition, whoever violates any provision of these regulations shall be fined upon 
conviction not more than five hundred dollars for each offense. Each day of violation 
is a separate offense. 


X. Standards 


A. The arrangement, character, extent, width, grade, and location of all access 
connections shall conform with these regulations and shall be considered in their 
relation to existing and planned roads, streets and driveways, topographical 
conditions, and public convenience and safety and the proposed uses of the land to 
be served by such access connections. 


1. The requirements of these regulations vary depending on the road classification as 
defined herein. 


2. The provisions of any existing or future Access Management Plan prepared for a 
specific road or portion of a road shall apply. The applicable requirements of the 
Subdivision Regulations and the Technical Design Standards shall also apply. 


3. General 


a) All driveways or driveway upgrades shall meet or exceed the requirements 
of these regulations. The location of all access connections shall permit 
adequate horizontal and vertical sight distance as specified in the Technical 
Design Standards based on the stopping sight distance for the legal speed 
limit at the location of the driveway. 


b) Common access driveways and/or cross access or through access 
easements may be required and are permitted to satisfy the requirements of 
these regulations. Proposed common access driveways and/or cross access 
or through access easements shall be in accordance with the Common 
Access Drive Regulations in the Technical Design Standards. 


c) Existing driveways that do not conform with these regulations shall be 
considered nonconforming driveways and shall be brought into conformance 
with these regulations under the following conditions: 


(1) When new access permits are requested; 
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(2) When driveway upgrades are proposed; 


(3) When significant increases in trip generation are planned for the 
driveway; 


(4) Ifthe use served by the nonconforming driveway discontinues for a 
consecutive period of 2 years; or 


(5) When there is a change of use of the property access. 


d) To the greatest extent possible developments shall incorporate unified 
access and circulation systems. Where a proposed development abuts to 
and connects, through internal circulation, to an existing subdivision or 
development which has access to a Collector or Local Road, the proposed 
development shall, when necessary, upgrade the intersection at the 
Collector or Local Road and the existing subdivision’s or development's 
access to the Collector or Local Road. 


e) When anew driveway or driveway upgrade is permitted, the property 
owner(s) shall eliminate all pre-existing non-conforming driveways upon 
completion of the new driveway or driveway upgrade as required by the 
Planning Board. No new driveways or driveway upgrades shall be permitted 
for parcels or contiguously-owned parcels where access rights have been 
previously extinguished or acquired by a governmental body. 


f) The Planning Board shall require a Traffic Impact Study for any Medium 
Volume or High Volume driveway and may require a Traffic Impact Study for 
any Low Volume driveway. The Traffic Impact Study shall be prepared in 
accordance with the requirements of the Technical Design Standards and 
the Planning Board. 


4. NUMBER, SPACING AND WIDTH OF ACCESS POINTS 
a) NUMBER OF ACCESS POINTS: 


(1) Minimum Volume Driveways 


(a) New driveways or driveway upgrades shall be located no 
closer than 495 feet from an existing or proposed driveway 
serving the same parcel or serving contiguously-owned 
parcels. 


(2) Very Low Volume Driveways 


(a) Along Principal Arterials: No new driveways or driveway 
upgrades shall be permitted along a Principal Arterial from 
parcels or contiguously-owned parcels where access is 
available or can be made available from a lower 
classification road or street or from a common access 
driveway. No more than one driveway shall be permitted 
per parcel or per contiguously-owned parcels. 


(b) Along Minor Arterial Roads: No new driveways or 
driveway upgrades shall be permitted along a Minor 
Collector Road from parcels or contiguously-owned 
parcels where access is available or can be made 
available from a lower classification road or street. No 
more than one driveway shall be permitted per parcel or 
per contiguously-owned parcels.

Along Collectors and Subcollectors: No more than one 
driveway or driveway upgrade shall be permitted per 
parcel or per contiguously owned parcels.

6. CORNER CLEARANCE 


a) No driveway approach may be located closer to the corner than indicated in 
Table 3A. The measurement shall be taken from the intersection of property 
lines at the corner to the nearest edge of the proposed driveway pavement. 
When these requirements cannot be met due to lack of frontage, the nearest 
edge of the proposed driveway pavement shall be located as far as possible 
from the intersection of property lines at the corner.

7. THROAT LENGTH 


a) Driveway Throat Length. Driveway throat length shall be measured from the 
edge of the property line to the furthest end of the driveway. A minimum 
driveway throat length of twenty-five feet (25’) for collector streets, forty feet 
(40’) for minor arterials, and fifty-five feet (55’) for principal arterials shall be 
required. The purpose of the driveway throat length is to allow for traffic 
entering the site to be stored on site in order to avoid a queue of traffic on 
the roadway causing delays and a potentially hazardous situation. 


8. SHARED ACCESS 


a) Shared Access. Shared driveways are encouraged and may be required 
between adjacent lots that front on arterial and collector streets. In such

required. The location and dimensions of said easement shall be determined 
by the Planning Board. 


Shared Parking Provision. Parking provision for any combination of uses on 
the same site shall consider the opportunity for combined visits (i.e. one 
parking space in front of a gas station pump may count as one parking 
space for both the convenience store and the gas station in a combined gas 
station/convenience store development). Shared parking arrangements with 
adjoining non-residential developments or other uses on site are 
encouraged. Off-site shared parking shall be protected with a shared parking 
easement agreement which shall be reviewed and approved by the Planning 
Board and recorded with the approved site plan. 


Parking shall be located within six hundred feet (600’) of the principal use 
and connected to the principal use by a five foot (5’) wide pedestrian path. 


Parking shall not be permitted in any required setback or between the 
principal structure and a public street, including corner lots.

The Planning Board may 
waive this requirement in situations where lot configuration or use renders 
such parking lot location impractical, however, effort shall be made to locate 
parking to the side or rear of buildings.

Intersection Alignment. If a proposed driveway cannot meet the 
requirements of Section 1, above, then the proposed driveway shall be 
aligned directly opposite an existing or proposed opposite driveway and the 
configuration shall be treated as a four-way intersection.

All season safe sight distance is defined as a line which encounters no 
visual obstruction between two (2) points, each at a height of three feet nine 
inches (3’-9”) above the pavement, and ten feet (10’) back from the road 
pavement as to represent the critical line of sight between the operator of a 
vehicle using the access and the operator of a vehicle approaching from 
either direction. 


Safe sight distance shall be compatible with the maximum speed limit posted 
on the roadway as indicated in Table 6A.

To prevent hardships to owners of small parcels of land or special land uses, 
exceptions to the all season safe sight distance requirements should be 
allowed for individual homes, agricultural land, public works land, highway 
department land and temporary accesses for vehicles such as construction 
vehicles, gravel trucks and log trucks.

General Provisions. The site plan shall provide for a system of pedestrian 
and/or bicycle paths appropriate to the type and scale of development. This 
system shall connect the major building entrances/exits, parking areas and 
any existing sidewalks within or adjacent to the project. The pedestrian 
and/or bicycle network may be located either in the street right-of-way or 
outside of the right-of-way in open space or recreation areas. The system 
shall also be designed to link the project with residential, recreational, 
commercial facilities, schools, bus stops and existing bicycle or pedestrian 
facilities in the neighborhood. When deemed appropriate, connections with 
amenities such as parks or open space on or adjacent to the site may be 
required. 


Pedestrian Paths. A minimum five foot (5’) wide pedestrian path shall be 
provided throughout the site, connecting adjacent streets, sidewalks and 
parking area(s) to the entrances of all principal structures. Pedestrian paths 
shall be marked by accent strips of brick, concrete block or textured paving 
materials to define pedestrian walkways and crosswalks. Pedestrian paths 
may be incorporated with accessible routes as required by the Americans’ 
with Disabilities Act, as amended. Guidelines for sidewalk construction 
features are as follows (guidelines may be modified to meet site specific 
situations with Planning Board approval): 


(1) Accessibility. Sidewalk corridors shall be easily accessible to all 
users, whatever their level of ability and comply with all Americans 
with Disability Act (ADA) standards. 


(2) Adequate Travel Width. The sidewalk shall be a minimum of five 
feet (5’) wide. 


(3) Continuity. The walking route along a sidewalk corridor shall be 
obvious, shall connect destinations and shall not require 
pedestrians to travel out of their way unnecessarily. 


(4) Landscaping. Plantings and street trees in the sidewalk corridor 
shall create a desirable environment and shall contribute to the 
psychological and visual comfort of sidewalk users. 


(5) Social Space. Sidewalk corridors shall provide places for people to 
interact. There shall be places for standing and sitting. 


(6) Quality of Place. Sidewalk corridors shall contribute to the character 
of neighborhoods and business districts and strengthen their 
identity. Rural pathways/trails or mixed use trails shall be 
considered as alternatives where appropriate. 


Bicycle Facilities. Separate bicycle facilities may be required by the Planning 
Board if deemed appropriate. Bicycle facilities may be provided in the form 


of a separate off-street path or onstreet marked bicycle lanes. Bicycle 
facilities may be combined with pedestrian facilities. Bicycle facilities shall be 
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designed in accordance with AASHTO, Guide for the Development of 
Bicycle Facilities, 1999, as amended. 


12. TRANSIT PROVISIONS 


a) 


Mass Transit Facilities. Mass transit facilities shall be incorporated within all 
major site plans that could generate high volumes of transit use. Transit 
routes, access points, bus pull-out facilities and shelter locations shall be 
addressed along major roadways within and on the perimeter of such 
projects. Transit facilities shall be provided in a manner to make transit an 
attractive mode of travel for both employees and patrons. Shelters shall be 
located next to significant clusters of buildings, and shall be provide 
protection from prevailing winds and inclement weather. A five foot (5’) wide 
pedestrian path shall connect the bus shelter to the principal structure(s) in 
the development. 


Bus Pull-Out Facilities. Bus pull-out facilities shall be incorporated into all 
mass transit projects located along a collector or arterial roadway. A clear 
separation shall be provided between the pull-out facilities and vehicular 
traffic and parking lots or parking structures. Pull-out facilities shall not 
obstruct traffic flow when buses discharge passengers.

io Expiration of Variances, Special Exceptions, and Relief from Administrative Decision 


1.5.1 When a request for Variance, Special Exception, or Relief from Administrative Decision is 
granted by the Zoning Board of Adjustment (“ZBA Decision”) the applicant must obtain a permit 
from the Building Department within one year. If the use or construction so authorized by a ZBA 
Decision has not commenced within a one (1) year period from the date of the decision, then the 
ZBA Decision shall be deemed to have expired, unless an extension is granted by the ZBA. 


1.5.2. If after commencement of construction, a non-conforming use is discontinued for a period of 
one (1) year, then any ZBA Decision(s) associated with said use shall be deemed to have expired 
and cannot be re-established without a new application process and affirmative decision of the ZBA. 


1.5.3. If after commencement of construction, a property is abandoned for a period of two (2) 
years, then any ZBA Decision(s) associated with said property shall be deemed to have expired and 
cannot be re-established without a new application process and affirmative decision of the ZBA. 


1.5.4. The applicant may receive up to two (2) one-year extensions from the ZBA. If a building 
permit is not secured within the specified time, including approved extensions, the ZBA Decision will 
expire and the authorization granted by the ZBA, shall be considered null and void. An application 
for extension must be submitted to the ZBA at least thirty (30) days prior to the expiration date.

7.6 BUFFER PROVISIONS 


7.6.1 No subsurface wastewater disposal system shall be constructed within #5 100 feet of 
the edge of any Type A Hydric Soils or 50 feet of any Type B Hydric soil. 


7.6.2  Allconstruction, forestry and agriculture activities within 100 feet of any wetland shall 
be undertaken with special care to avoid erosion and siltation into the wetlands. The 
Planning Board, pursuant to its subdivision and site plan review authority, may require an 
erosion control plan approved by the Rockingham County Conservation District or other 
designee for any project undertaken up-grade of a wetland. No building activity (building 
does not include septic systems, but does include all other site improvements) shall be 
permitted within 75 100 feet of any type A and 50 feet of any Type B Hydric soil except as 
provided in subsection 42-6-3 7.6.5 of this Section. No alteration of terrain shall be 
permitted within 50 feet of any type A and 25 feet of any Type B Hydric soil. 


7.6.3 Forland proposed to be subdivided, the boundaries of the wetlands shall be marked 
with flagging or stakes by a NH Certified Soil Scientist or Certified Wetland Scientist at 
such time the State of New Hampshire acts to certify such professionals. A High 
Intensity Soil Survey by a NH Certified Soil Scientist is required. (Amended 3/11/97) 


7.6.3.1 For land proposed to be developed, buffer zones as defined within 
this subsection shall be permanently delineated with authorized Town 
of Newfields markers at intervals not to exceed 75’. Additional markers 
may be required at a lesser interval for irregular boundaries. 


7.6.4 Where required, permits from the New Hampshire Water Supply & Pollution Control 
Commission, under RSA 485-A:17 and the Wetlands Board under RSA 483-A shall be 
obtained. 

7.6.5 Where an existing building or structure within the buffer zone is destroyed or in need 
of extensive repair, it may be rebuilt provided that such re-building is completed within 
two years of the event causing destruction, the new or rebuilt building or structure shall 
not extend further into the buffer or wetland area than the original footprint or 
foundation. 


7.9 CONDITIONAL USES 


7.9.1 AConditional Use Permit may be granted by the Planning Board (RSA 674:21 11) for 
the construction, in areas designated as wetlands or wetland buffer zone, of roads and 
other access ways, and for pipelines, power lines, and other transmission lines provided 
that all of the following conditions are found to exist:

Many town organizations participated in the day’s festivities 
including the Police and Fire Departments, the Garden Club, the Friends of the Library, 
the Conservation Committee, the Boy Scouts, the NPTO, as well as the Community and 
the Christian Faith Churches. The Community Church also donated Chicken Dinners for 
the Veterans on Parade Day. It was a truly generous gesture much appreciated by the 
Veterans and the Committee. 


The Senior Luncheon was postponed from October to March with the hope that 
attendance would increase. 


The Holiday Celebration was held on a cold but clear evening in December. There was 
an impressive turnout of adults and children who enjoyed Santa’s visit, dinner by the 
NPTO, a Silent Auction by the Friends of the Library and singing by the Brownies/Girl 
Scouts, hot cider, popcorn and hot chocolate by the Boy Scouts, wonderful children’s 
crafts and a wonderful hayride through town. 


The Celebration Committee budget is $3,600; $1,200 per event. The Committee 
collected donations and sold cookbooks at all the events to buy new American and 
Holiday flags for Main Street.

Management has not presented government-wide financial statements to display the financial position and changes in 
financial position of its governmental activities and business-type activities. The financial statements presented do not 
contain separate statements for governmental, proprietary, if applicable and fiduciary fund types, nor are major and non- 
major funds separately identified and classified. The financial statements presented report expendable and 
nonexpendable trust funds, some of which should be reported as special revenue and permanent funds under the new 
reporting model. The financial statements also present a general long-term debt account group which should not be 
reported as such, but the information contained therein should be included in the government-wide financial statements 
were they presented. Also, the financial statements do not contain any information on capital assets because the 
government has not maintained historical cost records of such assets.

Deliberative Session on Proposed School Budget for 2004-2005 


February 8, 2005 
Newfields Elementary School

4. Call to Order — The meeting was called to order at 7:00 p.m. by Jan Trueman. Mark Bouzianis seconded. 
All in favor. 


2. Deliberative Session — 
Moderator, Bill Davis, began with the pledge of allegiance. Purpose of the meeting is to consider the form 


and amend it if it is felt appropriate by the body. The budget will be voted on at the town elections on March 
8, 2005. 


Warrant Article #1 
Jan Trueman explained that the current default budget is higher than the budget the school board is 


proposing. This is due to the fact that the teacher's pay increases have been negotiated into a new three- 
year contract and are listed separately in Warrant Article #2. 


Warrant Article #2 
This article requests a new negotiated amount for a three-year teacher contract instead of an annual 


contract as we have had in past years. The three-year teacher contract is a final step in trying to have the 
NES teacher’s salary be competitive to other teachers in the SAU. The teachers continue to be the lowest 
paid in SAU 16. If this article is not approved, the current language and salary structure of the teacher's 
contract would remain same and the teachers will not receive increases in pay unless they have received a 
graduate degree. As part of the negotiation, longevity stipends have been foregone except for the teachers 


who already receive it and were grandfathered in. 


Mike Grant explained that the Board negotiates the contract and the voters ratify it. In future years the 
amounts will not be in a separate warrant article. It was asked if the amounts include health benefits and 
Mike Grant responded that this is on a separate line item. It was noted that the average annual increase is 
7%, which is high, and it was asked what the school’s goal is? Dr. Kossakoski noted that the goal is to be 
competitive but not to be at the top of the district, after the three-year contract Newfields will still be at the 


lower end of pay for the SAU.

Mark Bouzianis discussed this article and explained that the $10,000 to be added to the School Building 


Maintenance Fund is to repair and maintain the school building. Mark Bouzianis noted that the board had 
requested a capital plan to be created in order to have better long range planning for building 
improvements. The plan requires raising $10,000 per year for five years. If the money in the School 
Building Maintenance fund is not spent in the school year it is held to be used in future years. Some of the 
types of projects that are planned for under this fund are abatement of the remainder of asbestos in the 
elbows of the plumbing and in the flooring, adding magnetic door holders, American with Disabilities Act 
signage which is currently not in compliance, cleaning the ductwork, addressing problems with the window 
functionality in both the new and old sections of the building, additional electrical circuits for the multi 


purpose room, blinds and roof and fascia work. 
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Mark was asked if there was a long-range plan to anticipate work that needs to be done. Mark responded 
that the building is a low maintenance building but a complete building assessment was done so that these 
types of corrections can be planned for in advance and budget appropriately. 


Warrant Article #4 
Mark Bouzianis responded that this article includes discontinuing the Capital Reserve Fund established in 


March 1994 to plan and construct a building addition. Because Newfields is a SB2 town, the school needs 
to discontinue the fund in order to reappropriate the funds. Mr. Doane made a motion to add the interest 
plus the figure so no money is left in the fund. This was seconded. The amendment to the section of the 
article in parentheses reads (If this article is adopted, the balance of $4,814.44 in this fund plus accrued 
interest will be recognized as general revenue and used to offset appropriations when the tax rate is set in 
the Fall of 2005.) Bill Davis asked for a vote. All those in favor. Therefore the amendment to Warrant 
Article #4 carries. Bill Davis noted that a simple majority vote is sufficient to make the amendment count. 


Warrant Article #5 
This article includes funding to create a final bid specification for the new parking lot, this could include 


conducting the necessary soil testing, creating an electrical and landscape plan and studies regarding traffic 
and building use. Mr. Doane proposed to constraint the dollar figure and keep as the figure in Warrant #4. 
This was seconded. The balance in that fund will become general funds and will offset a portion of Warrant 
#5. The amendment to the section of the article in parentheses reads (If Article 4, discontinuing the Captial 
Reserve Fund — Building is adopted, the $4,814.44 balance in that Fund plus any accrued interest which 
will become general revenue will offset $4,8144.44 of the appropriation in Article 5.) All those in favor. It 
was asked whether the school would be interested in remarketing the land. Mike Grant noted that the 
Board would not be interested in remarketing the land and he added that the project can be completed in 
stages. Mrs. Sweet recommended that the parentheses with a reference to Warrant Article 4 be deleted. 
This was seconded. All in favor. Article 5 will be rewritten to delete the wording in the parentheses. 
Therefore the amendment to Warrant #5 carries and replaces the last amendment. 


Questions were posed regarding the parking lot project. If the property next to the school is cleared why 
can't it be grass or dirt? Jan Trueman responded that for bus and traffic clearance and that it makes 
business sense to have a paved parking lot. The question of ‘What is the current enrollment in the school 
and how many more children could be absorbed?’ was asked. Mr. Dobe responded that current enrollment 
is 177 and NES could absorb another 50 children if there was an even distribution of children in all grades. 
If you look at the growth projections through 2010 it shows K-5 at a maximum of 205 based on statistics and 
birthrates. What is driving the cost to be so high? was asked. Mark Bouzianis responded that the parking 
lot project will take more work than it appears. There is grading, drainage, paving, prep work and electrical. 
Another questions was asked on how many children are home schooled. Mr. Dobe responded that there 
were two but there are not any home schooled children he is aware of at this time. The board noted that 
the priority this year was to get the teacher contracts approved and that next year a focus can be on the 


parking lot project.

Warrant Article #7 
Jan Trueman commented that the school board, budget committee, assistant superintendent and principal 


have done an excellent job in creating the budget and trying to keep the increases the town down. Jan 
noted she was appreciative of the work done and publicly thanked all that helped. Jan also noted that Mike 
Grant who has been on the board for nine years term is currently up and publicly thanked him for his hard 


work and dedication over his years of service.

2006 SAU 16 REPORT OF ADMINISTRATION 


SAU 16 MISSION STATEMENT 


The SAU 16 School Districts are committed to working together to develop common standards and values 
that will result in graduates who are caring, productive and contributing members of society. 


In August of 2005, the schools opened their doors with the following enrollments: Swasey Central School in 
Brentwood — 391; East Kingston Elementary School — 190; Exeter Elementary (Main Street School and 
Lincoln Street School) — 1019; Kensington Elementary School — 211; Newfields Elementary School — 165; 
Stratham Memorial School — 648; Cooperative Middle School — 1,324; Exeter High School — 1,530; and the 


Seacoast School of Technology — 557. 


New Exeter High School 


The completion date for the construction of the new Exeter High School is on schedule for June 1, 2006. 
Subject to weather conditions next spring, conclusion of the remaining site work items will also be 


June 1, 2006. 


The building envelope is now 100% enclosed and the new heating system was completed and operating in 
time for the beginning of the cold weather in mid-November 2005. All remaining work on the building for 
this winter and next spring will be concentrated on the interior of the building — floor finishes, ceilings, 
lighting, electrical fixtures, plumbing fixtures, technology connections, painting, casework, elevators and 
fixed equipment such as kitchen appliances and control systems. Movable furniture and technology 
equipment is scheduled to be ordered in January 2006 through a bid procurement process in time for an early 


spring 2006 delivery. 


Due to record hurricanes, which caused heavy rainfall in the late fall of 2004 and 2005 along with record wet 
conditions in June 2005, site work progress this past year was severely challenged. In spite of these 
challenges, our contractor, SUR, and construction manager, Harvey Construction, have accomplished most 
of the site work planned for 2005. Short of the binder coat of pavement, the remaining parking and driveway 
areas are completed, as well as the sidewalks around the building and the stadium complex. Work that was 
completed, or deadlines for completion, are as follows: 


e Three of the four remaining athletic/physical education fields, including the multipurpose, artificial 
surface stadium field - completed 

e Running track base and the track’s rubberized surface - scheduled to be completed in the spring of 

2006. 

Bleachers, lights and underground utilities for the multi-purpose stadium - completed 

Berms for abutter screening, including tree planting along Old Town Farm Road - completed 

The widening of the Route 27 entrance to the new high school, driveways and guardrails - completed 

Fuel oil tank, generator and primary transformer installation - completed 

Landscape plantings - scheduled to be completed in spring 2006 
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It is fully the intent of the Exeter Region Cooperative School Board, as well as SAU 16 and Exeter High 
School Administration, to truly have the new high school as a resource for all students, parents and 
community members in the six town SAU 16. Updates of the project are shown on EXTV-Channel 22 and 


also displayed on our website, www.sau16.org. 


SAU 16 Business Office 


This has been another successful year for the SAU Business Office. The number of students served 
continues to expand and the total school enterprise continues to grow. As a result, the volume of transactions 
and processing gets larger for the Business Office team. The staff has worked to benefit from identified 
efficiencies and have met this challenge very well. Progress has been made with our software conversion, 
GASB 34 compliance, and consolidated purchasing efforts. 


The accounting software conversion continues to move forward as expected. This process has been driven 
carefully and deliberately. SAU 16 comprises eight separate databases which are moving to the new 
platform according to individual schedules. Currently six sites are connecting remotely for purchasing, 
inquiry, and reporting through the new system. Setup and conversion of the new payroll components is 
underway and project completion is expected in the next year. 


Satisfying the GASB 34 accounting standards remains an important ongoing priority for the Business Office. 
We have successfully complied with this standard in the Stratham School District and continue to work 
toward compliance throughout the SAU. 


The Business Office maintained its commitment this year to identify and realize savings where possible 
through consolidated purchasing. Energy costs represent some of the greatest budgetary impact for all of the 
SAU 16 districts. The Business Office has actively engaged in efforts to benefit from bulk purchasing and 
joint contracting. Additionally, the SAU is working to leverage the services of energy brokers to control 
those rising costs where possible. 


We appreciate the incredible contribution of Fiscal Services Manager Margaret “Peggy” Meyer to the 
Business Office. This was Peggy’s 30" year as a member of the SAU staff. Her experience is an invaluable 
asset to our success and her commitment to quality is a model for the team 


Human Resources 


During the summer of 2005, the SAU 16 Human Resources Department met with and processed employment 
papers for approximately 130 new teachers and support staff members. Over all, SAU 16 employs close to 
1000 people working for our various school districts. 


The following teachers have announced their intention to retire at the conclusion of this school year. 
Maureen Brown - East Kingston Elementary; Charlene Gelineau and Penny Claire — Stratham Memorial; 
Cyndee Dennehy - Main Street School; Tom Ball, Sue Hanson and Carol Hollingworth - Lincoln Street 
School; and from the Cooperative School District: Jeanne Chevalier, Linda Gaulin Coburn, Kevin Joyce, 
Dean Scott, Julian Whipple, Brian Wazlaw and Dick Brennan. We thank all of the retiring staff for their 
many years of service and dedication to the schools in SAU 16. 


As a reminder, the HR Department, as do all of the departments at the SAU, serves all of the SAU 16 
communities of Brentwood, East Kingston, Exeter, Exeter Region Cooperative, Kensington, Newfields and 


Stratham. 
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Technology and Research 
Technology 


The SAU 16 Technology Committee, which is comprised of representatives from each of our schools and our 
community, is in the process of revising the district's technology plan that will guide the implementation of 
technology for the next four years. The New Hampshire Department of Education requires that technology 
plans address the following topics: access to technology resources, technology literacy, professional 
development, and community collaboration. The plan will be presented to the SAU 16 Joint School Board in 
May 2006 for approval. The plan will then be submitted to the New Hampshire Department of Education for 
final approval. 


Through survey research, we know that well over 90% of the families in SAU 16 have a computer with 
Internet access in their homes. We also know that children of the “digital generation” spend a great deal of 
time on-line playing games, exploring, and chatting with their friends. It is our belief that we should provide 
on-line information and resources for our students, parents, and the SAU 16 community. Therefore, in 
addition to providing news and information on our website, we are working to place useful academic 
information on-line so that students have 24 hours, 7 days a week access to educational resources. Toward 
this end, all teachers who assign homework to students have created a website that will provide students and 
parents with access to current homework assignments. We thank our teachers for the time they have devoted 
to creating and maintaining these sites in order to facilitate communication and to support learning at home. 


The implementation of Open Source software in our schools has allowed us to add approximately 300 thin 
client computers in classrooms throughout SAU 16 without requesting additional funding for our technology 
budgets. Thin clients can be created from obsolete computers or purchased inexpensively. Since the 
software that runs on these thin client computers is Open Source, there are no associated licensing fees. Thin 
clients can browse the web, create documents that are compatible with commercial software, and play media 
files. We have found that students require virtually no additional training to use Open Source software as the 
applications are almost identical to commercial software applications. 


We are very pleased to announce that we have been awarded a Rural Utility Services grant, which is a 
distance learning and telecommunications grant valued at over $499,000. This grant will provide interactive 
video conferencing equipment to the Exeter Region Cooperative School District, the Great Bay eLearning 
Charter School, and the Seacoast Professional Development Center. Other partners in the grant who will 
also receive interactive video conferencing equipment include Farmington and Ossipee, New Hampshire, as 
well as a number of schools in northern Vermont. Interactive video conferencing provides participants with 
two-way television quality broadcast where participants at both ends can view and speak with each other. As 
a result of this project, students will be able to collaborate with scientists, participate in virtual field trips, or 
talk with students at schools all over the world. Moreover, schools will be able to share professional 
development sessions with other schools or collaborate on curriculum development projects. 


Research 


The SAU 16-wide surveys of students, parents and staff members have been completed and the results have 
been compiled. The survey was designed to measure the perceptions of parents, staff and students in the 
areas of safety and academic programming and to also solicit responses on each school's strengths and 
weaknesses. Results of the surveys have been shared with administrators and all school boards and the 
results from all the surveys can be found on www.saul6.org. These results will be used to inform on-going 
school improvement efforts. 


By the end of the 2005-2006 school year, each school in the SAU will have an on-line school portfolio. This 
on-line portfolio will include information that will describe the mission and goals of each school, list 
demographic information, report standardized test scores and surveys, and list areas of strength, as well as, 
describe areas where the school is seeking to improve. The goal of this project is to create an on-line 
resource that describes how each school is working to meet the needs of its students and the community. 
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Great Bay eLearning Charter School 


The Great Bay eLearning Charter School (GBeCS) has grown to serve 72 students in grades nine and ten 
from the SAU 16 towns of Brentwood, East Kingston, Exeter, Kensington, Newfields and Stratham. The 
GBeCS is the first school district sponsored charter school in the state of New Hampshire. The focus of the 
school is to foster student achievement through project-based learning in a technologically rich learning 
environment. Earlier this fall, the New Hampshire State Board of Education granted a request to add grades 
eleven and twelve to the school's charter and provided an additional $150,000 for continued development and 
implementation. 


Curriculum and Philosophy 


Assessment 


During the fall of 2005, all students in grades 3" — 8" participated in the New England Common Assessment 
Program (NECAP) exams in reading and mathematics. Fifth graders and eighth graders participated in a 
writing component as well. The results of these exams illustrate how our students perform on a standardized 
test that is based on Grade Level Expectations at the state level. The results of these exams are not available 
as of this writing and will be reported to students, parents, and the community once they become available. 


In addition, during the fall of 2005, our 6" -10" graders participated in the Northwest Evaluation Association 
(NWEA) Measures of Academic Progress. These assessments are designed to measure gains of each 
individual student from one testing period to the next. These standardized tests help teachers plan instruction 
for students, as well as illustrate to parents and students individual student growth areas. Annually in May, 
allot the SAU 16 schools administer the NWEA-Measures of Academic Progress to students in grades 3" - 
10”. 


Curriculum 


In accordance with our state-approved Professional Development Master Plan and other SAU 16 initiatives, 
the following is a progress report of the 2005-2006 curriculum work. 


e In August, each SAU 16 school was represented by a team of administrators, teachers, and school 
leaders at a two-day Data Strategies Retreat. As a kickoff to the year, each school-based team built 
an understanding of the process of effective data gathering, analysis, and developed action plans for 
the 2005-2006 school year. 


e Other activity includes: 
Music Task Force - Our music educators have agreed to common assessments, resource materials, 
and curriculum units, as well as developing a proposal to provide greater equity throughout the SAU 
in providing instrumental, strings, and choral opportunities for students. 


Child and Adolescent Health - This group consisting of our physical education teachers, health 
educators, food services directors, school nurses, physicians, nutritionists, and administrators is 
working on the development of policies regarding nutrition, physical activity and wellness in our 
schools. 


Grade Reporting Task Force - Members of this task force include school board representatives, 
teachers, parents, and administrators. The task is to identify successful practices in grade reporting 
systems and to develop guidance for SAU schools as they consider revisions to their grade reporting 
systems. We have surveyed board members, administrators, and teachers regarding their beliefs in 
this area. As of this writing, parent surveys and student feedback opportunities are being discussed. 
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Social Studies - As of this writing, we expect that the new expectations in social studies from the 
state will be approved in April. The current draft is undergoing revisions; once it is released, our 
local committee will review how those expectations align with our recently revised curriculum. 


Science - Grade Level Expectations from the state are nearing a final draft. Our local committee has 
developed vocabulary for each unit and will verify curriculum alignment for each grade once the 
draft is released from the state. Assessment targets for grades K - 4" and 5" — 8" are published and 
CMS is mapping its science units by grade level. Future work will include an action plan to clarify 
the curriculum span involving grades 5" and 6". 


Literacy - During the spring of 2006 when the NECAP results are released, this group will review 
the results of the test and correlate the student results to the SAU 16 curriculum, for the purpose of 
identifying strengths and/or gaps in our program. 


Math - From grades K-12", math teachers are continuing to develop their respective programs, 
supplemental materials and strategies for addressing students with diverse needs in mathematics. 
Teachers are visiting SAU 16 classrooms who exhibit "Best Practices". The focus of future math 
meetings will be sharing of "best practices in assessment" and how we report math progress to 
parents. 


Guidance - Our guidance counselors are involved in a review of the core standards for SAU 16 
guidance counselors. The new standards for school approval require adherence to the National 
School Counseling Model. Some of our counselors have volunteered to pilot these standards this 
year for the purpose of supervision and evaluation. We look toward full implementation for the 
2006-2007 school year. 


Information Literacy - Our school librarians, grades K-12", are working together in adopting and 
promoting the national model of "Information Literacy Standards for Student Learning" with the 
expressed purpose of assuring that all students receive consistent preparations at every grade level. 
They are developing a skills matrix for implementation at each grade level throughout the SAU that 
will be in place for the 2006-2007 school year. 


Sincere appreciation is offered to all of the school board members of SAU 16 for their continued support and 
dedication to the students of the seven school districts. The Boards’ countless hours, dedication and efforts 
on behalf of collaborative educational and co-curricular excellence, is often unrecognized. Their 
commitment to SAU 16 students and to their communities allows SAU 16 to be recognized as one of the 
most outstanding educational school units in the state of New Hampshire.

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the Exeter Region Cooperative Schoo! District as of and for 
the year ended June 30, 2005 as shown on pages 3 through 5. These financial statements are the responsibility of the 
Exeter Region Cooperative Schoo! District’s management. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial 
statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America and 
the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards, issued by the Comptroller 
General-of the United States. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance 
about whether the financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, 
evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used end significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial 
statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 


Management has chosen not to implement Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) Statement No. 34, Basic 
Financial Statements - and Management's Discussion and Analysis - for State and Local Governments. Therefore these 
financial statements are presented following the principles that were in effect prior to GASB Statement No. 34. 
Management has not presented government-wide financial statements to display the financial position and changes in 
financial position of its governmental activities and business-type activities. The financial statements presented do not 
contain separate statements for governmental, proprietary, if applicable, and fiduciary fund types, nor are major and non- 
major fimds separately identified and classified. The financial statements presented report expendable trust funds which 
should be reported as special revenue funds under the new reporting mode]. The-financial statements also present a 

long-term debt account group which should not be reported as such, but the information contained therein should 
be included in the government-wide financial statements, were they presented. Also, the financial statements do not 
contain any information on capital assets because the government has not maintained historical cost records of such 
assets. Management has not presented 2 management’s discussion and analysis as required. The amounts that would 
be reported in the missing statements and required supplementary information, and the effects of reclassifying and 
properly reporting the information presented are not reasonably determined. —- 


In our opinion, because of the effects of the matters discussed in the preceding paregraph, the financial statements 

referred to above do not present fairly, in conformity with accounting principles generally acoepted in the United States 

of America, the financial pesition of the Exeter Region Cooperative School District as of June 30, 2005, or the changes 
- in its financial position or its cash flows, where applicable, for the year then ended. 


In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued s report dated September 9, 2005, on our 
consideration of the School District's internal contro! over financial reporting and our tests of compliance with certain 
provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that report is to 
describe the scope of our testing of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that 
testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is 
an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards end should be considered in 
assessing the results of our sudit. 
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Our audit was made for the purpose of forming opinions on the basic financial statements of the Exeter Region 
Cooperative School District taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund statements are presented for purposes 
of additional analysis and are not a required part of the basic financial statements of the Exeter Region Cooperative 
School District. The accompanying schedule of expenditures of federal awards is presented for purposes of additional 
analysis as required by the U.S. Office of Management and Budget Circular A-133, Audits of States, Local Governments, 
and Non-Profit. Organizations, and is also not a required part of the basic financial statements of the Exeter Region 
Cooperative School District. For reasons stated in the third paragraph of this report, we expressed an opinion that the 
financial statements of the Exeter Region Cooperative School District do not fairly present financial position and results 
of operations in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. Therefore, 
we do not express an epinion on the accompanying combining and individual fund statements or the schedule of

Moderator Charles Tucker opened the meeting at 7:00 PM followed by the Pledge of Allegiance. 
Moderator Tucker explained that this was the first session, also known as the Deliberative 
Session, which will determine the form of the ballot on Tuesday, March 8, 2005 at the respective 
polling locations in each SAU 16 town. Moderator Tucker reviewed the procedures for a 
deliberative session that would be followed for the evening. 


Moderator Tucker read Article #1. 


Article #1: Shall the District raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not 
including appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted 
separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant, or as amended 
by vote of the first session, for the purposes set forth therein, totaling $41,060,171? 
Should this article be defeated, the operating budget shall be $40,594,774, which is the 
same as last year, with certain adjustments required by previous action of the District or 
by law; or the governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 
40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. (The School 
Board recommends $41,060,171 as set forth on said budget.) 


Chair Kim Casey spoke to the article and explained that Assistant Business Administrator 
Nathan Lunney would review the budget via a PowerPoint Presentation. Mr. Lunney presented 
details of the proposed budget and the default budget. 


Arthur Baillargeon — Exeter: How many years were the two SPED teachers funded with grants? 
Nathan Lunney answered five years for the Alternative Teacher and four years for the reading 
teacher. 

Arthur Baillargeon — Exeter: Is the Alternative Education Program budget up by 42.5%, due to 
the teacher position being added into the budget? 

Nathan Lunney noted that was correct. 

Moderator Tucker declared Article #1 would go on the ballot as presented. 


Moderator Tucker read Article #2. 
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Article #2: Shall the District establish a capital reserve fund for construction and/or 
reconstruction of buildings for the use of the Seacoast School of Technology (Region 18 
Vocational Center) to be known as the Seacoast School of Technology Building Fund, 
and name the School Board as agents to expend from said fund, and raise and 
appropriate to said fund the sum of the amount of the June 30, 2005 undesignated fund 
balance (surplus) up to $190,000? (The School Board recommends this appropriation.) 


(The Seacoast School of Technology anticipates a building project in 2008 that 
will be 75% funded by state funds and require a 25% contribution from local funds. The 
member districts of our vocational school have paid amounts beyond the calculated 
tuition rates for this school year 2004-05 in order to set aside funds that will be used to 
meet that 25% contribution requirement. Passage of this warrant article will transfer 
these additional amounts to this reserve fund. If this warrant article does not pass, these 
funds must be returned to the member districts.) 


Board member Linda Henderson spoke to the article. She explained that one half of the 
population at the Seacoast School of Technology is from Exeter and the remaining population 
comes from Winnacunnet, Sanborn, Epping, Newmarket and Raymond, which all pay tuition. 
This is not money being raised in Exeter, but money coming from the sending communities and 
it is a good opportunity to put money aside for renovations to the Seacoast School of 
Technology down the road. If this article were not to pass the excess tuition money would be 
returned. 


Arthur Baillargeon, Exeter, asked if the 75% funding by the state was a sure thing? 

Linda Henderson responded by saying that we are in line to receive these monies if things go 
according to plan, but if the state does not pay this amount, we would not tackle this project on 
Our Own. 

Moderator Tucker declared Article #2 would go on the ballot as presented. 


Moderator Tucker read Article #3. 


Article #3: | Shall the District raise and appropriate to the expendable trust fund known 
as the “Special Education Trust Fund” (established by the 2002 District meeting under 
RSA 198:20-c for the purpose of funding unanticipated special education expenses) the 
sum of the amount of the June 30, 2005 undesignated fund balance (surplus), after giving 
effect to any appropriation under Article 2, above, up to $100,000? (The School Board 
recommends this appropriation.) 


Board member Patty Lovejoy explained the difficulty in the special education budget in that it is 
based on the currently identified students with no way of accurately predicting next year’s 
population. The state does reimburse for a percentage of these expenditures but not until the 
following year. Presently have about $102,000 in the fund and this article is asking to approve 
a transfer of up to $100,000 of surplus if there is any, capping it at $300,000 for future 
unanticipated costs in Special Education. 

Moderator Tucker declared Article #3 would go on the ballot as presented. 


Moderator Tucker read Article #4. 


Article #4: Shall the District raise and appropriate to the expendable trust fund known as 
the “Maintenance Fund” (established by the 2001 District meeting under RSA 198:20-c 
for the purpose of funding long term and/or unexpected maintenance/repair projects of 
school buildings and grounds) the sum of the amount of the June 30, 2005 undesignated 
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fund balance (surplus), after giving effect to any appropriations under Articles 2 and 3, 
above, up to $200,000? (The School Board recommends this appropriation.) 


Board member Ray Trueman spoke to Article #4. He mentioned the need to maintain and add 
to this fund for any emergency repairs to the high school and annex. 
Moderator Tucker declared Article #4 would go on the ballot as presented. 


Moderator Tucker read Article #5. 


Article #5: Shall the District authorize the School Board to convey approximately 
thirty-six acres of land on the south side of Little River known as the Morrissette land to 
the Town of Exeter, New Hampshire on such terms and conditions as the School Board 
shall determine are in the best interest of the District? (The School Board recommends 
adoption of this article.) 


(The purpose of this conveyance is to provide the additional offsite wetlands 
mitigation acreage required by the conditions of the wetlands permit for the new High 
School.) 


Board member Lucy Cushman spoke to Article #5 and explained that this land was used as 
mitigation per the request of the Department of Environmental Services for the wetlands on the 
property off Route 127 where the new high school is being built. 

Arthur Baillargeon asked if the location of this property could be explained to anyone who does 
not live in Exeter. 

Lucy Cushman deferred the question to Mr. Clements. 

Don Clements from the Exeter Conservation Committee described the location of the land.
